I believe emphasis during 1927 will 
be on sales. Production economies 
will be continued, but the strongly com- 
petitive market will be maintained. 
Competition will be waged without 
overloading dealers and distributors, 
due to more sensitive balance between 
production and sales. . 


The,emphasis will be on mere sys- 
tematic, intelligent and thorough meth- 
ods of roaching prospects with the 
least possible expenditure.

175 Miles of 40 Foot Read, ~ 


In figures the program means 175 
miles of pavement 40 feet wide, 250 
miles of 20 foot paved roads outside 
of Chicago limits and 57 miles inside. 
Chicago entrances or the radial roads, 
are not so numerous ®ut that they 
can be easily enumerated, almost on 
one’s fingers. Beginning on the north 
side and listing the arteries around the 
west side to the south we find there 
are to four lane pavements,’ 40 feet 
wide, as follows: 

West Railroad avenue from Evans- 
ton to the county line; Lincoln avenue; 
Skokie boulevard, a new road; Wauke- 
wan road; Milwaukee avenue: North- 
west highway; Irving Park boulevard;

pike, Luzerne county, Pa. About 1910 
the original road was surfaced and 
further work on the same road was 
developed by the subsequent building 
of six foot shoulders on each side of 
the road of the same type surface. 
Although of greater width than was 
necessary at the time of construction, 
this section is today barely adequate 
to traffic demands, and now the same 
county is confronted by the necessity 
of rushing through a widening pro 
gram which entirely eclipses its so- 
called “folly yy of a few years before 
for thelr other roads.. Interruban ar- 
teries are meeting the superhighway 
demands of today either by widening of 
the existing roads or the acquisition of 
rights of way for new roads of greater 
widths, 

Overcoming the congestion problem 
presents greater difficulties in munici- 
palities, both large and small. Limits 
of municipal roadways are generally 
restricted by the character and value 
of the property abutting them, making 
prohibitive a wholesale condemnation 
to, secure a sufficient right of way. 


Resurfacing Old Streets. 

To solve this problem municipal au- 
thorities are t to the alternative 
of utilizing to the fullest extent their 
existing streets to obtain an added 
outiet for their traffic congestion. Ad- 
yent of motorized traffic makes neces- 
sary a street pavement that permits 
end invites smooth, high speed, com- 
fortable travel.

If even this conservative estimate 
of future increases is correct, there 
are few industries that have a brighter 
outiook in Chicago than the automo- 
bile business. It must be remembered, 
however, that with present conditions 
of congestion increase in the future 
will depend upon ability to use rather 
than upon ability to purchase. In 
other words, physics rather than eco- 
nomics is the controlling factor in au- 
tomotive development at the present 

This fact, combined with the intt- 
mate relation which automobile traffic 
and street traffic of all kinds bear to 
the business activities of the city, re- 
quires that no reasonable cost or effort 
be spared to develop a systematic 
solution of the street traffic problem. 

The goal for the future should be 
safe and convenient operating and 
storage space for every automobile 
which the citizens of Chicago can af- 
ford to buy and use. The city with 
the best transportation facilities in the 
world should also have world leader- 
ship in the efficiency of its street traf- 
fie system.
